Trade Topics. 





Machine for Coating Building 
Paper. 


An illustration is given of a machine 
for coating continuous webs of paper with 
such substances as asphaltum, maltha, tar 
and analogous material—as, for example, 
in the manufacturing of ’ and 
waterproof papers. 

The purpose is to provide powerful mech- 
anism which shall be under the complete 
control of a single atttendant in which 
special provision is made for inserting the 
paper, for bringing the distributing roller 
into operative engagement with the coating 
roller, and for removing the surplus gum, so 
that a smooth and uniform coating is in- 
sured. 

The numeral 2 indicates the main sup- 
porting frames of the machine, having 
journaled therein about midway of their 
height a coating roll, 3, or a cast iron 
cylinder, substantially like the calender rolls 
of a paper making machine. Immediately 
above this roller is a companion calender 
roll, 4, of the same construction, but jour- 
naled in bearings, 5, vertically movable in 
ways. The calender roller, in addition to 
its own weight, is also held in close en- 
gagement with roller 3 by a cam shaft at 
the top of the frames, operated by a lever 
arm, 6, connecting arm, 7, and weighted 
lever, 8. 

At the front of the machine is an idle 
roll, 9, and at the opposite or delivery side 
is a cylinder or roll, ro, both the roll and 
cylinder being located approximately at a 
level with the centre of the roll 4, so that as 
the web of paper (indicated by 11) ap- 
proaches and leaves the coating roller the 
paper is kept from sagging.

Located between the frames 2, beneath the 
rolis 3 and 4, is a pan or tank, 12, in which 
the coating substance is placed. The floor- 
ing of this tank is largely covered by pipes, 
13, through which a current of steam is 
passed when the machine is in use. 

Hung in bearings in the tank immediately 
beneath roll 3 is a roll, 14, whose Iower por- 
tion is in the mass of coating material, and 
whose upper side is adjacent to. but not in 
contact with the roll 3, except at certain 
times. The tank rests at the front end of 
the floor, or on a blocking, 15, and at its op- 
posite end is capable of being raised a dis- 
tance sufficient to bring the perimeter of the 
distributing roll 14 into contact with the 
perimeter of the coating roll. Elevating of 
the tank and roll is accomplished by a shaft, 
16, hung on the lower side of the tank, having 
an operating handle, 17, projecting upward 
within easy reach, and having also at each 
end cam levers,18, projecting downward and 
forming supports forthe tank. When it is 
desired to raise the tank and its attached 
roll, 14, the handle 17 is grasped and carried 
outward, causing the cam levers 18 to ride 
along the floor, gradually raising the end of 
the tank until the several connected parts 
assume the positions indicated by dotted 
lines in Figure 1. 

The distributing roll is revolved by a 
gear located outside of the tank. 

Asphaltum, maltha or other substances 
which “gum up” on cooling are inclined 
to accumulate and become lumpy on the 
perimetefof the roll 14 as it is carried up- 
ward toward the coating roll, and to pre- 
vent the unequal coating of the paper there 
is a scraper or ‘‘ evener” formed of a pipe, 
36, which is parallel with the roll 14, and 
in contact with it when the roller is raised, 
This pipe scraper is connected with the 
steam pipe 34 by a pipe, 37, thus receiving a 
continuous current of steam. This heated 
pipe, lying in contact with the roll, when 
the latter is elevated heats and levels all of 
the lumps and partially cooled coating sub- 
stance, and causes it to pass to the roll 3, 
and thence into contact with the web of pa- 
per evenly distributed. As a further safe- 
guard against the introduction of gritty 
substances or lumps there is a flat scraper 


adjacent to but not in actual contact with | 
the roll. 

In the practical operation of this ma- 
chine the coating material is first placed | 
in tank 12 and steam introduced through 
pipes to reduce said material to a flowing | 
consistency. Steam is also introduced 
through pipes 31 to the several cylindrical 
rollers. Tank 12 is then raised until its roll 
14 is brought into engagement with roller 
3. Assuming that power and motion have 
been applied to the roller 3, the roll 14 be- 
gins to rotate and carries upward from the 
tank a portion of the coating material, which | 
is transferred to and distributed over the | 
circumference of the roller 3, and thence 
goes to the calender roller-4, which also be- 
comes coated. 

When the coating material has been 
sufficiently warmed to secure an even dis- 


tribution the tank and its roll are 
lowered. Rolls 3 and 4 continue to 
rotate, each being lightly coated. A- 


roll, 4t, of paper is then placed in bear- 
ings 42 and the end of the web carried 
upward over a guide roll, 43, thence 
over the idle roll 9, and is then car- 
ried downward and entered between 
the rolls 3 and 4. 

As the paper appears at the other side 
it is taken in hand and carried upward 
over the heated delivery roll 10, and 
thence is led a considerable distance to 
a suitable reeling machine. The pas- 
sage of the first few feet of paper re- 
moves from the rolls 3 and 4 the coat- 
ing material first deposited thereon 
and leaves the rolls clean. The tank 
and distributing roll 14 are then raised 
and the coating material is again 
supplied to the roll 3, but cannot reach 
the upper roll, 4, on account of the 
interposed web of paper. That por- 
tion of the end of the paper which 
is coated on both sides is torn off 
and the single coated web is attached 
to a reel and rolled up as fast as finished.

Ammonine.

Under the name of ammonine a new 
chemical preparation has recently been put 
on the English and German markets, for 
which such remarkable properties are 
claimed that it appears worth while to make 
a thorough investigation of the same, as, if 
only a portion of what is claimed be true, 
the preparation will undoubtedly be of nota- 
ble value in paper making. 


Ammonine is a gray powder, with a slight 
admixture of dark particles. It is odorless 
and largely soluble in water, leaving little 
residue. 

At the present moment it is quoted 
in London, England, at $46.80 to $47.40, 
f. o. b., per ton (2,240 pounds), and attempts 
are being made to introduce it into this 
country. It is stated that ammonine his 
very strong cleansing properties, and yet 
does not weaken stock or modify in any way 
either cellulose, wool fibre or even incrusting 
matter. If the compound does not destroy 
wool, that tertainly is against its alleged 
value for preparing rag stock in place of 
cooking with lime or soda, As to incrust- 
ing matter the idea seems to be that it re- 
moves the same in some mysterious chemi- 
cal manner, and not by saponification, as is 
the case with soda. 

The name would suggest that it is an am- 
monium compound, which, however, as will 
be seen below, is not the case, and the same 
has been probably adopted to create a false 
impression, as the cleansing properties of 
ammonia and its compounds are well known. 
The compound in question is manufactured 
in Heidelberg, Germany, and is now being 
extensively advertised there and in England 
for use in paper mills, especially for the fol- 
lowing operations : 

1. Cleansing rags (claimed as a substitute 
for cooking). 


2. Preparation for bleaching (to assist

4. Cleansing machine wires and felts. 
5. Asa mordant for aniline colors.

For the treatment of rags the following 
method is suggested : A large washing engine

being raised to from 40° to 60° centigrade 
The quantity of ammonine required is about 
5 per cent. of the gross weight of the rags.

Blues and thirds and other colored stock are 


said to require a subsequent cooking with | 


soda, although it is claimed that the previ- 
ous treatment with ammonine facilitates 
bleaching and saves bleaching powder. In 


order to prepare the compound for use, it is 


recommended to stir it up with warm water 
in a tub, then allow to settle and draw off 
the clear liquor for use. 

In lixiviating soda and straw pulp it is 
recommended to use ammonine for the pur- 
pose of facilitating the washing and keep- 
ing the-lyes stronger, thus gaining on the 
evaporator. 

It is a rather remarkable statement that 
ammonine loses its properties ata 
ture of about 100° centigrade, and hence 
cannot be used for cooking rag stock in the 
same way as soda and lime. 


Some time ago an idea got out in Ger- 
many that it was possible to put away the 
rag boilers and do all the cooking at the 
atmospheric pressure in an ordinary wash- 
ing engine. The writer remembers seeing 


such experiments made in Austria within ! 


the last few years, but the result was not by 
any means satisfactory. For ammonine it 
is claimed that its use renders this method 
of treatment quite feasible and _ practi- 
cal, 

The following results of experiments with 
ammonine which have been recently pub- 
lished are very interesting, but it would ap- 
pear necessary to take them ‘‘cum grano 
stlis,” unless confirméd by well-known 
authorities. Various kinds of stock were 
treated by digestion with a solution of am- 
monine at about 60° centigrade and after 
thorough washing and drying 
were noted, the exact gross dry weight be- 
fore treatment having been, of course, re- 
corded.

The 
principal object of the examination seems 
to have been to determine whether or not 
the sulphydrate of ammonia, which is well 
known to chemists, was present. To 
his great surprise the analyst did not 
find a trace of this compound. On 
treating with a dilute acid an evolu- 
tion of sulphuretted hydrogen was 
noticed afterward, proving to emanate 
from calcium sulphide, 2 per 
of which was found present.

| Artificial Silk from Cellulose. 





| The description of Mr. de Chardonnet’s 
| method of making artificial silk from cellu- 
| lose, which appeared recently in these col- 
umns, is supplemented by that of another 
process, for which THE JouRNAL is indebted 
to Mr. A. Person du Bief, the

loid substances pyroxyline (tri-nitric cellu-

Gelatine is one of the least inflammable 
organic bodies, as it is well known that

The 
viscid liquid resulting from pyroxyline and 
gelatine dissolved in crystallizable acetic

On 
the other hand, when the thread reaches the 
first pulley the gelatine contained in it and 
the albumen just absorbed have not yet 
coagulated, but on passing into the second 
bath it a phenylic, creosoted 
water, of the proportion of 12 to 1000, the

energetic action of which coagulates 
both. 
By the same means as used in the first 


bath it reaches a second pulley which car- 
ries it into a third bath of an alkaline bisul- 
phite, where, through double decomposition, 
it discharges part of its nitric acid, while the 
sulphurous acid operates for the first bleach- 
ing. 

This is the general description of the 
method of forming the thread, but practice 
has shown that for industrial purposes each 
of the baths should be doubled, so that a 
series of six baths is necessary before the 
thread passes into a crystallizer. 


The crystallizer gathers the thread in 
bright spires of opaline brilliancy and of 
any length required—several thousands of 
metres when wanted—beeause with the im- 
proved machinery now in use at Nanterre 
the production of the thread is continuous 
until the viscid liquid is completely ex- 
hausted. From the crystallizer the thread 
passes to an automatic drum, which is pro- 
vided with a guide to distribute the spires 
or filaments regularly from one end to the 
other. At this point the thread is dried as 
much as possible at a low temperature, but 
by use of a fan it can be dried within a few 
minutes. 

The remainder of the process consists in 
bringing the thread to the winders to be 
made up in skeins. The rest pertains to 
regular silk handling, 

It is remarkable that ungumming, a proc- 
ess so delicate and costly when handling 
regular silk, is not required with this, and 
besides doing away with the extra labor, 
about 30 per cent. of the weight lost by un- 
gumming is saved. 

It is considered advisable, however, after 
putting the thread up in hanks, to place it 
for several days under a stream of running 
water, to clean it of the gum (dextrine prob- 
ably), brought forth by the nitric treatment 
of the cellulose, and only after soaking it in 
running water does the new textile acquire 
all of its suppleness and tenacity. 

It is useless to describe at length the 
magnificent capacity of this textile for tak- 
ing dyes; it will take the 
tints to the strongest colors.

It even woult be adapted to “loading” 
should its extremely low price (50 per cent. 
below that of natural silk) not discourage 
guch adulteration. 

The above mentioned manufacturing proc- 
esses include the simultaneous production 
of two or several threads, their resistance 
being stronger according to their number 
in conjunction with the bath, glass rods and 


pulleys. The waste of the liquid being in the 
proportion of go per cent., it will be readily 
understood that after drying the thread 
will gain a tenacity which will rival any 
of the. finest ‘“‘brins” of natural silk. 
Its tenacity, although quite sufficient for 
weaving purposes, is somewhat inferior to 
that of the silkworm’s product, but it equals 
the latter in elasticity, and its brillianey far 
exceeds that of natural silk. Its conducti- 
bility is neither smaller nor larger, this new 
textile being half derived from an animal 
substance 

In closing this description it can be said 
that the use of wood wil! be considerably in- 
creased, and that the sale of products de- 
rived from its distillation is bound to bring 
down the price of the solvent, from which 
will result extreme cheapness for the textile 
itself.

The loft dried mills shut down according 
to programme on Saturday night and will 
be idle till January 2. The wage earners do 
not like to be idle, but they trust that the 
shut down will accomplish what some of the 
manufacturers desire—a reduction of fin- 
ished goods and a stiffening of prices—but 
some doubt it. The finishing departments 
were run till the unfinished stock was dis- 
posed of, and now the machinery is all idle 
and the usual hum of industry is hushed. 
The help will dispose of their time in va- 
rious ways, but the majority will remain 
quietly at home, and some will be employed 
about the mills making repairs and over- 
hauling the machinery when needed. 

The annual report of the treasurer of the 
Holyoke and Westfield Railroad, a branch 
of the Southern road, has just been made, 
which shows that the amount of earnings 
during the past twelve months was $54,002, 
with total receipts of $54,454. Of this sum 
$27,C01 goes to the city, which owns $226,_ 
ooo of the stock. The amount carried to 
profit and loss was $7,849. 

Congressman Rodney Wallace, William 
Whiting’s successor, has made _ himself 
“solid” with his Holyoke constituents by 
introducing a bill in Congress for an appro- 
priation of $150,000 for a public building in 
this city. Whether or not we get the build- 
ing, Mr. Wallace has agreed to exert his 
best endeavors in our behalf.

With Christmas week a noticeable fall- 
ing off in business in the different branches 
of the paper trade is reported. This quiet 
state of affairs will no doubt continue until 
the new year opens. Since a period of in- 
activity usually follows Christmas, the pres- 
ent condition of trade is not referred to with 
any discouraging feeling, but is accepted 
good naturedly by all. 

Considering that ‘‘ LaGrippe” is so preva- 
lent in this city, and a part of the working 
force of all the paper houses is sick abed 
with the influenza, the present dull spell 
comes just at a time when it can be properly 
taken care of. 

The paper stock trade or the members 
thereof are all right personally, but the 
business itself seems to have ‘* La Grippe,” 
and is in consequence temporarily laid up. 
Paper stock is not classed among holiday 
lines, and the demand of late has been 
rather limited, and even more so this week. 
Nor is there much expectations of increased 
business during the few remaining days of 
this year. When the year 1890 shows itself 
prognostications concerning the next twelve 
months will be in order, and it is hoped that 
early events will justify a favorable outlook. 

As the year draws to a close the imports 
of paper stock grow smaller, the receipts 
for the past week aggregating only 2,881 
bales, as follows: 873 bales of rags, 936 
bales of manillas and 1,072 bales of various 
low grades. 

The chemical market is in perfect har- 
mony with general business and very dull. 
Bleaching powders are still in an unsettled 
condition. Quotations range from 1.35@ 
1.40c. for spot supplies, although some gilt 
edge brands are held at 1.40@1.45c. January 
deliveries are quoted at 1.35c, Caustic soda 
is held at 2.30@2.32'%c. and rather scarce on 
the spot, but these figures can be shaded for 
later deliveries. Soda ash is unchanged 
Alkali is reported to be fairly active. Soda 
crystals hold at .go@.g2%c. and quiet in 
movement. 

The week's receipts of chemicals include 
1,189 casks of bleaching powders, 100 drums 
of caustic soda and 311 casks of soda ash. 

Other imports include 80 bales of wood 
pulp, 429 bags of sizing and 465 casks of 
china clay.

Obituary. 


WILLIAM S. Brices. 





William S. Briggs died at his residence in 
Coeymans, Albany County, N. Y., on De- 
cember 20, aged seventy-nine. Mr. Briggs 
was born in the town of Coeymans, and 
lived for over fifty years at the family home- 
stead where he died. He was for many 
years a paper maker, having engaged in the 
business in 1854 as a member of the firm of 
Andrews & Briggs, whose mill was located 
on the Hannacrois Creek, its product being 
straw wrapping. This mill has been run 
continuously from 1854 to the present time, 
never having been shut down, except on 
Sundays and legal holidays. Mr. Briggs 
was also interested in other manufacturing 
enterprises and carried on his farm in the 
same locality. He was a justice of the 
peace for about thirty years‘and was closely 
identified with the interests of the town. 

He was married in early life to Harriet 





22dinst. He was born in Mantua, Portage 
County, Ohio, May 13, 1832. When 
teen years old he went to Cleveland, where 
he obtained a clerkship on the Leader. 
There he met Joseph Medill. In 1855 he 
and Mr. Medill went to Chicago and pur- 
chased an interest in the Mr.

THE BLOTTING PAPER MILLS. 

During the past yearthe blotting paper 
branch of the paper making industry 
has had some rather peculiar features. 
One of these lies in the fact that the pro- 
ducing capacity has diminished more 
than 4 per cent.,the total daily product 
being 1,000 pounds less, and this when it

Taking the daily capacity as an index 
of the output we find that the annual 
product of blotting paper is, say, 7,230,000 
pounds, or 3,615 tons. Theonly changes 
recorded are in Minnesota, where pro- 
duction has entirely ceased; in Pennsyl- 
vania, which had no product last year, 
and in Virginia, where there is a gain of 
nearly 30 per cent.

Now that the writing paper mills are 
shut down and their owners have time to 
think, let us again recur to the subject 
of disposing of their product at full time 
and without reduction of the output. It 
may be supposed that in urging our 
manufacturers to seek foreign markets 
we have been partial, and that, looking 
upon the export trade with views preju- 
diced in favor of our own industry, 
we have not considered the subject 
with that coolness of judgment which 
is necessary. But, with our experience 
of the actual requirements of foreign 
buyers and noting, day by day, the fre- 
quent inquiry for American goods, from 
which the product of our paper mills is 
not exempt, we feel assured that any 
such assumption is ill founded. That 
we are not alone in our opinions we quote 
from Bradstreet’s, a contemporary not at 
all under paper making influences, the 
following : 


Hardly any branch of manufacturing in the United 
States has less to fear from foreign competition than 
the paper trade, Hardly any has better advantages for 
commanding foreign markets. In hardly any have the 
principal capitalists shown less disposition to exfibit 
the same enterprise on a worldwide scale that they 
have displayed at home. In the ten months this year 
to November 1 they exported only $123,127 worth of 
writing paper and envelopes. This amount is a little 
greater than last year, but in comparison with the pos- 
sibilities is insignificant. 


To this we say “Amen,” and we are 
much mistaken if our manufacturers are 
not as well assured of the fact that there 
is a market for them abroad, if they will 
only take advantage of it. When the 
writing paper mills again start up, run- 
ning to full capacity and piling up their 
product, reinforced by other mills about 
to engage in the same line, they will 
realize more forcibly their neglected 
opportunities. Shutting down is a 
necessary—perhaps the only—means of 
keeping within or near to the require- 


ficient backing. 


While for those who know what dught 
to be done, but have hitherto held back, let 
me counsel a resolution to seek other mar- 
kets, keeping in mind the biblical injunc- 
tion, ‘‘ Seek and ye shall find.” 


There are some peculiar features in 
politics. This I say by way of general pre- 
face to a local incident. The Supervisor of 
the City Record, which is the “‘ official” pub- 
lication of the city of New York, lately sent 
out specifications for bids for printing that 
journal. He required that the paper on 
which the Record is to be printed shall be 
clear rag paper, supersized and calendered. 


One of the competing printers called 
attention to the fact that the sample of paper 
annexed to the specifications was anything 
but a book paper, whereupon the sapient Su- 
pervisor waxes indignant, and asks: ‘* Who 
said it was? I am printing a paper, not a 
book.” He thereupon denounces the printer 
for his ‘‘ignorance.” Verily, this is a wise 
Supervisor. 


If that public functionary can find a 
sample of all rag news, supersized and 
calendered, he can take the head of the class. 
I assume, for the sake of the trade, that 
there is plenty of all rag book paper in the 
market; but I don’t want to hunt for it.

Locxrort, N. Y., December 23, 1880. 
To the Editor of The Journal : 

I notice some remarks by some of your cor- 
respondents in regard to wire versus felts, 
and as I have seen such experiments made 
long ago I do not think it can ever be made 
a practical success. 
wire are enough to condemn its use, and, by 
the way, I wish to mention that the ex- 
pense for felts is very small. In the least 
advantageously located pulp mill on this 
stream we run a felt from forty-two to 
forty-eight days, actual run, and we do not 
send abroad, nor do we go outside of our 
own county to get them either. There is 
nothing unusual to take off 175 to 180 tons 
of pulp on one 30x72 felt in Lockport, N. Y.

On the morning of December 20 a very 


destructive fire at St. Louis, Mo., completely | 


destroyed two buildings occupied by print- 
ers and bookbinders. The fire originated in 
the basement of what is known as the 
Guernsey Building, situated on the south- 
west corner of Third and Locust streets. 
The Guernsey Building was occupied in the 
basement by the Guernsey-Scudder Electric 
Power Company, which furnished small dyn- 
amos and power for the printing offices and 
other manufactories requiring power. Gane 
Brothers, dealers in bookbinders’ supplies, 
occupied the first floor, The second floor was 
occupied by the Commercial Printing Com- 
pany, as was alsothe fourth floor in part. 
The walls of this building when they fell 
caused a large amount of damage to the 
surrounding buildings and property. The 
building next to the south, on Third street, 
suffered a complete demolition by falling 
walls and fire. It was occupied in the base- 
ment and first floor by insurance offices and 
bankers. The second floor was occupied by 
the firm of Robertson & Co., printers, and 
the third floor was occupied by Gerritzen, 
Bowman & Co., bookbinders, Next south of 
this building, and separated from it by only 
a narrow 10 foot alley, was the large build- 
ing of the Woodward & Tiernan Printing 
Compatly. This caught on fire several times, 
but was finally saved from the general de- 
struction by the efforts of the firemen, but 
not without a small damage to finished stock 
on the upper floor. To the west of the 
Guernsey stood the buildings of the A, 
De Bolt & Co. Printing Company and that 
of the Smith & Owens Printing Company. 
These were both a great deal damaged by 
falling walls and by fire and water. Op- 
posite, on Locust street, was the building 
oceupied by the printing offices of S. F. 
Myerson and of A. C, Clayton & Son. The 
damage here was slight and principally by 
water and smoke.

Caustic Soda has 
been strengthened by stronger foreign ad- 
vices, and prices closed firm. Caustic Soda 
Ash is having very little attention. Alkali 
is selling freely to arrive, but spot business 
is quiet. Sales during the week included 
100 cks. Bleach on spot at 1.57%c.; roo cks. 
Bleach, to arrive, at 1I.50c.; 50 tons Caustic 
Soda Ash, 48 per cent., spot, at 1.37%4c ; 10 
tons Alkali, 58 per cent., at 1%c.; 250 bbls. 
Natrona Porous Alum at 2%c.; 100 bbls. 
Ground Alum at 1.85c.; roo bbls. Lump 
Alum at 1.75c.; 200 bbls. Keystone Alum 
at 1¥%c.; 5 cks. Brown Sugar of Lead at 8c.; 
10 cks. Bichromate of Potash at IIc.; 100 
drums 70 and 74 per cent. Caustic Soda at 
2.32%4c. 

CHINA CLAY.—The superior qualities 
are in steady demand, and sales might be 
considered quite up to the average, The 
stocks at the moment are limited, but as 
there is quite a supply at sea, which will 
probably be available in the near future, 
this absence will be only temporary. 

COAL.—The Anthracite trade is quiet 
and there is little that is of special feature. 
Reports from all points agree as to the slow 
movement of supplies.

The total liabilities of the two Saugerties 
companies, namely, J. B. Sheffield & Son 


and the Saugerties Blank Book Company,

are now stated on good authority to be 
$1,500,000, and the separate liabilities of 
J. Q. Preble and his firm in New York will 
foot A 
part of the indebtedness of the Saugerties 
companies, however, is reported to be due 
to Mr. Preble personally, so that if they 
make a good settlement he will be individ- 
ually relieved. The assignee is now in 
possession of J. Q. Preble & Co.'s business 
and the books are being examined with a 
view to ascertaining the exact position of 
affairs. 

Mr. Preble made the following statement 
toa reporter of THE JOURNAL: ‘‘ The Sau- 
gerties Blank Book Company and J. 
Sheffield & Son owe our firm $525,000, and 
the Wabash Manufacturing Company owe 
us $110,000. If these parties had paid their 
notes J. Q. Preble & Co. would not have 
suspended. This is all I can now give out 
to the public.” 

The Sheffield heirs have entered judgment 
for $30,000 against J. B. Sheffield & Son, the 
judgment being recorded at Kingston, N. Y. 
The indebtedness of J. Q. Preble & Co. to 
the Holyoke Paper Company at the time of 
the failure was about $44,000, but the com- 
pany expects to lose only a small part of this, 
if any of it, and it is strong enough to 
easily bear the loss of it all. The other Hol- 
yoke mills, as previously stated, are only 
slightly affected. A few have charges on 
their books against the failed concerns 
amounting to $200 or $300. Banks at 
Holyoke and Springfield are also said to be 
interested to the extent of about $30,000. 


up $500,000 more. considerable 


O. H. Greenleaf, president of the Holyoke 
Paper Company,who has been investigating 
the affairs of the insolvent firms,expresses his 
confidence that the assets of the three con- 
cerns will abundantly meet their liabilities if 
properly handled. He says that although 
the debts are certainly heavy there is a 
large amount of property to show for them. 
The plant of the two companies at Sauger- 
ties alone cost $700,000, and is worth that 
money for operation, though the real estate 
might not bring more than the amount of 
the mortgages, $300,000, if a sale were 
forced for the purpose of liquidation. 
Then there is a large volume of unfinished 
stock and also of finished product on hand. 
The business of the Saugerties companies 
has amounted to $100,000 per month, and it 
has taken a great deal of money to swing it. 
The constant expense until lately by im- 
provements has beena heavy drain, and the 
interest account has been no small item. The 
companies have become too much extended 
and the failure of the Wabash Manufactur. 
ing Company, a large customer in Chicago, 
involving a loss to them of $60,000, has pre- 
cipitated the trouble. 

Mr. Greenleaf says there is no doubt that 
the several concerns can pay 50 per cent. of 
their debts at the worst, and he believes they 
can just as well pay roo cents on a dollar if 
the business is allowed togoon. Mr. Preble 
would be glad to have a new company 
organized to take the entire business at Sau- 
gerties, with a capital of $1,000,000 or $1,200, - 
ooo, the creditors to take 50 per cent. of the 
indebtedness in the stock of the new com- 
pany. Then the old concerns would be able 
to offer 25 per cent. in cash in three or 
four months and 25 per cent. more in six 
months. The creditors would thus receive 
their money or its equivalent in full, and 
Mr. Preble believes that the business could 
be made to pay good dividends, certain 
economies being introduced in the various 
departments of the new company. The 
consummation of this plan depends, first, 
upon the attitude of W. R. Sheffield, who 
has now gone to Chicago and cannot be 
consulted, and, second, of the creditors. So 
far as the creditors have been casually seen 
they are heartily in favor of the scheme. 
Mr. Greenleaf states that there is no truth in 
the reports of ill feeling between W. R. Shef- 
field and the Prebles, either father or son. 
Doubtless they may have differed at times as 
to certain business policies, but they are on 
excellent terms and anxious to work harmo- 
niously for the best interest of all concerned. 

It is stated at Kingston, N. Y., a city near 
Saugerties on the Hudson, that the indebted- 
ness of the Saugerties companies is mainly 


to | 
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It is believed that the nominal assets of the 
concerns would nearly equal the liabilities if 
they were directly availablé. 

But they consist largely of the mill property 
and plant. The mill alone is valued at half 
a million, $263,000 of which is represented

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Calculating Moisture in Wood 


Fibre. 


W. Laughton, England, excepts to the 


methods for calculating the moisture in 
wood fibre which were described in the 
Chen Trade Journal and reprinted in these 
columns.

The estimation of moisture in wood pulps,

is one that involves all the nicety 
of manipulation which is only acquired in 
the laboratory. The following is the correct 
method of procedure. 

(1) Sampling.—This should be done not

handling tends to remove small particles of | 


It is therefore necessary to first 
remove any roughness from the edges of the 
sample before weighing, so as to avoid any 
error arising from loss of fibre during the 
process of manipulation. 

(3) Drying.—This is carried out in a water
